lis  Excellency  Joseph  Johnson. 

Sir, 

The  board  of  visitors  of  the  Virginia  military  institute 
ssembled  in  annual  session  on  the  24th  June  last,  and  having  dis- 
harged  the  duties  required  of  them  by  lav/,  beg  leave  to  make  the 
)llowing 

REPORT : 

The  first  duty  which  the  board  performed  was  the  inspection  of  the 
rms  in  the  arsenal.  There  are  here  nearly  thirty  thousand  stand  of 
rms,  having  received  onlvone  thorough  insoection  during  that  period, 
iz:  in  184S,  by  Captain  Dimmock  of  the  public  guard.  The  board 
•roceeded  to  select  boxes  from  all  parts  of  the  arsenal,  and  to  have 
bem  opened,  and  in  that  way  inspected  upwards  of  four  hundred 
ieces,  all  of  which  (with  the  exception  of  a  few  which  had  been  used, 
nd  accidentally  placed  loosely  in  a  box  to  themselves,)  were  found 
3  be  in  a  good  condition  and  in  a  perfect  state  of  preservation.  The 
oard  recommend  that  the  superintendent  be  directed  to  forward  to 
be  Richmond  armory  so  many  of  the  damaged  or  loose  arms  now  on 
eposit  here,  as  may  be  worth  the  expense  of  repair,  and  that  those 
?hich  are  unfit  for  service  be  appropriated  by  him  for  the  purpose  of 
making  an  iron  railing  around  the  parade  ground,  or  for  any  other  ob- 
ict  to  which  they  may  be  advantageously  applied. 

The  examinations  of  the  several  classes  were  next  superintended 
iy  the  board,  all  of  which  evidenced  the  superior  attainments  of  the 
•rofessors  in  the  several  branches,  and  peculiar  fitness  for  imparting 
beir  knowledge  to  others.  The  merit  roll  of  the  cadets,  as  deter- 
ained  at  this  examination,  accompanies  this  report;  and  in  compli- 
ne e  with  the  provisions  of  the  regulations,  we  would  specially  notice, 
s  the  most  distinguished  of  their  respective  classes,  the  following 
adets :

The  board  then  proceeded  to  the  appointment  of  state  and  pay 
dets,  a  list  of  which  accompanies  this  report.     The  attention  of  yo 
excellency  is  specially  directed  to  the  difficulties  by  which  the  boa 
has  been  surrounded  in  the  appointment  of  so  large  a  number  of  sta 
cadets,  as  fully  set  forth  in  the  report  of  a  special  committee  herewi 
enclosed.     Being  satisfied  from  this  report,  that  in  the  appointment 
state  cadets,  the  board  was  obliged  to  act  under  the  provisions  of  t 
law  which  contemplated  their  admission  according  to  the  arrana;eme; 
of  the  senatorial  districts  existing  under  the  old  constitution,  the  a 
pointments  were  made  accordingly.     A  different  interpretation  havii 
been  previously  given  to  the  law  by  our  immediate  predecessors,  ar 
public  notice  having  been  given  for  the  admission  of  fifty  state  cade 
under  the  present  senatorial  division  of  the  districts,  the  board  f« 
themselves  greatly  embarrassed   as  to  their  duty  under  the  circur," 
stances.     After  a  full  consideration  of  the  subject,  and  being  inform* 
by  the  superintendent  that  he  was  willing  to  assume  the  responsihiliii 
of  maintaining  the  18  additional  state  cadets,  the  charge  for  whk 
would   stand  as  a  debt  against  the  institute,  to  be  gradually  exti 
guished  byr  the  annual  surplus  of  its  funds,  the  board  concluded 
adopt  the  suggestion  of  the  superintendent,  and  has  accordingly  a 
pointed  four  additional  state  cadets  for  each  constitutional  division 
the  state,  and  two  from  the  state  at  large.     These  appointments  a: 
not  designed  to  anticipate  legislative  provision  on  the  subject,  as  the* 
are  limited  to  the  present,  emergency  only,  and  will  not,  therefore,  I; 
a  permanent  charge.     The  board  would,  however,  earnestly  rene 
the  recommendation  of  the  previous  board,  that  an  immediate  prov 
sion  be  made  for  the  permanent  support  of  eighteen  additional  sta 
cadets,  and  that  the  law  be  so  modified  as  to  require  their  appoin 
ment,  by  the   arrangement  of  senatorial   districts   existing   under  tl 
new  constitution. 

The  appropriation  of  jS-50,  for  the  erection  of  new  buildings,  hi 
been  expended,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  in  the  most  economic; 
and  satisfactory  manner.  The  front  of  the  building  has  been  con; 
pleted  and  used  for  cadets'  barracks  for  some  months,  and  presenl 
one  of  the  finest  specimens  of  the  castellated  Gothic  style  of  architei 
ture  in  this  countr}\     The  heating  and  lighting  arrangements  recon 
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3nded  by  a  former  board,  have  been  carried  out  and  completed,  and 
e  found  not  only  to  contribute  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the 
,dets,  but  to  the  safety  of  the  public  property  and  to  the  economy  of 
2  public  mone}r.     The  professors'  houses,  designed  by  the  same  ar-  "N 
itect,  are  striking  and  beautiful  buildings,  and  are  nearly  completed,  y 
ie  wings  to  the  main  building,  for  the  erection  of  which  the  liberal 
ilicy  of  the  legislature  provided  at  the  last  session,  will,  it  is  confi- 
ntly  hoped,  be  completed  in  the  course  of  the  present  fiscal  year; 
d  when  the  mess  hall  has  been  enlarged  and  improved,  as  is  recom- 
2iided  by  the  committee  on  subsistence,  the  whole  will  present  a 
eclacle  which  will  justly  challenge  and  evoke  the  pride  of  every 
rginian,  at  the  contemplation  of  the  munificence  of  his  government. 
The  board  refer  your  excellency  to  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
lance,  for  an  exhibit  of  the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  institution  ;  to  the  re- 
nt of  the  committee  on  the  quartermaster's  department  and  on  the 
bsistence  department,  as  to  the  condition  of  those   departments  ; 
d  to  the  report  of  the  superintendent,  for  the  general  condition  and 
nduct  of  the  institution.     The  statements  of  that  officer  are  so  dis- 
ict  and  satisfactory  that  the  board  feel  it  unnecessary  to  do  more 
an  to  call  your  attention  to  his  facts  and  suggestions.     The  report 
the  committee  on  instruction  recommended  some   change  in  the 
mrse  of  studies  pursued  in  the  second  and  third  years,  which  was 
'lopted  by  the  board. 
The  wise   policy  of  establishing  this   school,  and  the   usefulness 
'hich  was  predicted  for  it  by  its  founders,  have  been  proudly  vindi- 
ted  by  the  character  and  acquirements  of  its  graduates,  and  by  the 
;ccess  which  many  of  them  have  attained  in  life  during  the  short 
ne  that  most  of  them  have  been  members  of  society.     We  find  that 
ost  of  the  improvements  of  our  state  have  sought  their  services  as 
jgineers,  thus  bestowing  the  patronage  of  the  government  most  de- 
Irvedly  upon  her  own  citizens,  whilst  our  schools  have  been  supplied. 
j  native  teachers,  who  best  understand  our  institutions  and  the  cha- 
pter of  our  people. 

The  board  beg  leave  again  to  press  upon  the  legislature  the  pro- 
riefy  of  commissioning  all  the  officers  of  the  military  institute  as  a 
>rps  of  engineers — distinct  from  the  militia — as  is  now  provided  by 
w  in  regard  to  three  of  them  only.  The  obvious  necessity  for  this 
;o.vision  renders  it  unnecessary  to  say  more  than  simply  to  point  out 
Hiat  seems  to  be  an  omission  in  the  law.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 


The  committee  to  whom  was  entrusted  the  investigation  of  the  fisc; 
affairs  of  the  institute,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  : 

The  duty  devolving  upon  the  committee  of  finance  is  one  of  grej 
responsibility.  It  is  constituted  the  auditing  department  for  the  inst 
tute,  and  of  all  the  accounts  which  embrace  in  receipts  and  disburse 
ments  the  large  sum  during  the  past  year  of  nearly  seventy-four  thoi 
sand  dollars. 

Such  a  responsibility  imposes  upon  the  committee,  in  the  investigg 
tion  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  institute,  the  severe  labor  of 
rigid  examination  of  every  voucher  for  the  disbursement  of  the  put 
lie  money,  and  a  strict  enquiry  into  the  correctness  and  propriety 
every  expenditure. 

The  committee  have  endeavored  to  discharge  its  duty  faithfiillj 
It  has  examined  the  report  of  Captain  Colston,  the  treasurer,  whio 
has  been  found  to  be  sustained  by  proper  and  sufficient  vouchers,  an« 
which  exhibits  an  accuracy  and  system  highly  creditable  to  that  offi 
cer.  The  total  amount  of  receipts  into  the  treasury,  embracing  th< 
several  appropriations  from  the  commonwealth  and  the  deposits  o 
the  pay  cadets,  amounted  during  the  past  year  to  the  sum  of  $  73,95 
85  cents,  viz  :

The  analysis  given  above  will  enable  the  board  to  perceive  the! 
general  condition  of  the  various  departments,  and  the  documents  ac- 
companying the  treasurer's  and  quartermaster's  reports  will  more  spe 
cially  explain  them. 
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By  reference  to  the  superintendent's  report  the  board  will  perceive 
le  estimates  for  the  succeeding  fiscal  year  to  be  :

The  above  estimates  are  based  upon  the  reception  of  ninety  pay 
nd  thirty-two  state  cadets. 

Should  the  board  admit  eighteen  additional  state  cadets,  it  would 
ivolve  an  additional  charge  of  about  $  3,000  per  annum,  which  the 
bove  statement  exhibits  that  the  funds  of  institute  are  insufficient  to 
jstain. 

For  further  information  upon  the  subject  of  the  condition  of  the  in- 
[itute,  the  board  is  referred  to  the  reports  of  the  committees  on  the 
iuartermaster's  and  subsistence  departments. 

I  The  finance  committee  has  had  more  particularly  under  its  charge 
lie  investigation  of  the  expenditures  on  account  of  the  institute  pro- 
er  and  the  building  fund,  and  report  that  the  enquiries  into  the  pro- 
priety of  such  disbursements  for  the  first  of  the  purposes  has  been 
itisfactory.  The  disbursements  on  account  of  the  institute  are  regu- 
.ted  by  law. 

j  In  conclusion,  your  committee  consider  it  a  duty  to  notice  the  faith- 
jii  and  complete  manner  in  which  the  superintendent  and  other  dis- 
bursing officers  have  discharged  their  duties.

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REPORT  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  OS  ADMISSION  OF  STATE  CADETS 

I 
i 
The  committee  charged  with  the  duty  of  considering  that  portifc 
of  the  superintendent's  annual  report  which  refers  to  the  appointmet 
of  an  additional  number  of  state  cadets,  report : 

That  they  have  carefully  considered  the  same,  in  connection  wiii 
the  act  which  authorizes  the  board  of  visitors  to  admit  state  cade , 
and  see  therein,  to  sustain  the  view  of  the  superintendent,  that  a  legl 
obligation  rests  upon  the  board  to  admit  a  number  of  state  cadets  co- 
responding  with  the  number  of  senatorial  districts  under  the  amend.] 
constitution.  The  act  conferring  upon  the  board  of  visitors  this  powr 
of  admission,  was  passed  under  the  old  constitution,  when  the  numttjj 
of  senatorial  districts  was  thirty-two.  It  declared  that  the  number  f 
state  cadets  so  admitted  should  not  be  less  than  thirty-two,  but  doll 
not  prevent  them  from  admitting  a  larger  number.  It  farther  declard 
that  in  the  admission  of  such  cadets  that  a  strict  regard  should  be  hj| 
to  the  proportionate  population  of  each  of  the  four  grand  divisions  I 
the  state,  taking,  however,  in  the  first  place,  one  from  each  senatorij 
district  offering  a  suitable  person.  The  law,  in  the  opinion  of  tfl 
committee,  clearly  directs  the  admission  of  at  least  thirty-two  staj 
cadets,  one  from  each  senatorial  district  as  constituted  at  the  time  \ 
its  passage,  if  a  suitable  person  is  presented  ;  and  if  in  the  opinion  I 
the  board  a  larger  number  was  proper  and  desirable,  then,  in  the  mr 
mission  of  such,  a  due  regard  should  be  had  to  the  proportionate  p<j 
pulation  of  the  four  grand  divisions  of  the  state. 

At  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  act,  the  state  was  divided  m\ 
thirty-two  senatorial  districts.  Since  then  the  amended  constitute! 
has  been  ratified,  by  which  fifty  senatorial  districts  have  been  orgail 
ized.  JBpit  bylhis,  no  change  has  been  made  in  the  act,  nor  has  an! 
alteration  in  its  provisions  been  made  by  subsequent  legislation 
Having  been  passed  with  reference  to  the  then  existing  state  of  thing:1 
no  subsequent  change  of  circumstances,  without  a  correspond™ 
change  in  the  provisions  of  the  act  by  the  proper  tribunal,  could  in: 
pose  upon  the  board  any  neiv  obligation  or  duty.  It  is  the  duty  of  th 
board  to  construe  and  execute  the  law  as  it  is,  without  shaping  it  t 
suit  contingencies  not  originally  provided  for.  Should  any  difficult}? 
therefore,  occur  in  its  execution,  or  any  incongruity  appear  in  its  pro 
visions  when  referred  to  the  actual  state  of  things,  the  wisdom  of  a 
general  assembly  must  be  appealed  to  for  its  removal. 

In  conclusion,  the  committee  respectfully  recommend  the  following 
resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  board  will  admit  stale  cadets  from  the  old  sena 
torial  districts  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Code  of  Virginia.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  INSTRUCTION, 


The  committee  on  instruction  have  had  under  consideration  the  re- 
•ommendation  of  Major  Preston,  professor  of  languages,  &c,  to  drop 
he  study  of  the  French  language  in  the  course  pursued  at  the  insti- 
ute.  After  giving  to  the  report  of  Major  Preston  that  reflection  to 
vhich  it  is  so  justly  entitled,  your  committee  have  not  been  able  to 
:oncur  in  the  suggestions  upon  which  the  recommendation  is  based, 
rhe  study  of  the  French  is  of  too  much  importance  to  be  dropped. 
Fo  discontinue  it  would,  in  a  very  great  degree,  impair  the  usefulness 
>f  the  institute,  and  defeat  one  of  its  main  objects.  One  of  its  great 
lesigns  was  to  prepare  the  sons  of  Virginia,  who  should  be  admitted 
is  state  cadets,  for  the  important  post  of  teachers ;  and  to  send  them 
brth,  after  years  of  hard  and  laborious  study,  without  a  competent 
knowledge  of  the  French,  a  language  so  deservedly  popular  and  va- 
luable, would  materially  lessen  their  usefulness  and  the  farther  de- 
nand  for  them  as  teachers. 

The  main  objection  urged  against  the  farther  study  of  the  French 
anguage  is,  that  there  is  not  time  to  pursue  with  profit  both  the  Latin 
tnd  French.  The  objection,  the  committee  think,  is  not  well  founded, 
rhe  course  at  the  institute  has  now  been  extended  to  four  years,  and 
'he  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  French  can  be  studied  as  at  pre- 
sent in  the  fourth  and  third  classes.  The  Latin  has  heretofore  been 
pursued  only  in  the  second  class,  which  has  thus  had  the  benefit  of 
'mt  one  year's  instruction  in  that  language.  Your  committee  would 
Respectfully  submit  that  the  Latin  should  be  introduced  also  in  the 
hird  class,  as  in  the  course  of  this  class  mathematics  and  French 
*>nly  are  embraced. 

The  system  of  instruction  adopted  at  the  institute  has  been  highly 
'"fficient  and  beneficial.  The  proficiency  of  the  cadets,  their  ready 
md  prompt  answers  under  difficult  examinations,  clearly  evince  its 
visdom  and  utility.  The  character  of  the  young  men  who  have  gone 
brth  to  discharge  the  sacred  obligations  imposed  upon  them  as  teach- 
ers, affords  an  unanswerable  argument  of  the  usefulness  of  the  insti- 
ute,  the  fulfillment  of  its  high  objects,  and  its  claim  to  the  continued 
iupport  of  an  enlightened  state. 

Instruction  has  been  given  to  the  class  under  the  charge  of  Major 
jilham  in  agricultural  chemistry.  No  remark  is  necessary  to  shew 
;he  importance  of  this  subject,  especially  to  the  people  of  this  state, 
four  committee  would,  however,  suggest  that  the  attention  of  the  ge- 
neral assembly  should  be  called  to  it.  The  law  authorizing  the  ap- 
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pointment  of  a  state  agricultural  chemist  could  be  most  benefichij 
modified  by  the  establishment  of  a  professorship  of  agricultural  cs-, 
mistry,  and  impose  on  that  chair  the  duties  of  state  agricultural  em 
mist.  By  this  arrangement  important  advantages  would  be  secu  I 
to  the  people  of  the  state,  and  to  the  cadets,  whose  usefulness  wojdj 
thereby  be  increased.

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REPORT  ON  QUARTERMASTER'S  DEPARTMENT. 


The  undersigned,  committee  on  the  quartermaster's  department, 
iresent  the  following  report: 

The  committee  have  examined,  with  as  much  care  as  practicable, 
he  property  and  effects  of  the  quartermaster,  and  such  as  are  pro- 
ierly  under  his  control  or  chargeable  to  his  department,  and  find  the 
ame  in  general  good  condition.  The  goods  on  hand  appear  to  be  of 
.  good  quality,  and  at  prices  probably  much  lower  than  goods  of  the 
ame  quality  are  sold  for  in  the  retail  stores  of  the  country. 

By  reference  to  statement  (1)  it  will  be  seen  that  the  treasurer  has 
>aid  out  for  the  year,  on  account  of  the  quartermaster's  department, 
he  sum  of  $19,551  19,  and  that  the  receipts  for  merchandize  sold  to 
•fficers  and  cadets,  at  10  per  cent,  on  first  cost,  amounts  for  the  same 
)eriod,  to  the  sum  of  $  19,974  86,  which  leaves  a  balance  to  the  cre- 
lit  of  the  department,  of  $  423  67. 

By  reference  to  statement  (2)  it  will  be  seen  that  the  liability  of  the 
[uartermaster's  department  amounts  to  the  sum  of  $10,841  53,  and 
hat  there  is  in  the  hands  of  the  department  available  property  to  the 
;mount  of  $11,620  69,  leaving  a  balance  in  favor  of  the  department, 
>f  $  779  16,  which  added  to  the  $  423  67  remaining  as  a  credit  on 
he  treasurer's  books,  leaves  a  nett  balance  in  favor  of  the  depart- 
nent,  on  the  30th  June  1852,  of  $1,202  83. 

Statement  (3)  exhibits  the  condition  of  the  tailoring  operations  of 
he  department,  by  which  it  will  be  perceived  that  payments  for  the 
/■ear  have  been  made  to  the  tailor,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $  1,668  75. 
Fhe  receipts  for  clothes  manufactured  at  the  fixed  prices,  amount  to 
he  sum  of  $1,879  37,  which  shews  a  profit  to  the  department  of 
>210  62,  which  amount  is  included  in  the  foregoing  balance. 

The  undersigned  are  favorably  impressed  with  the  management  of 
he  affairs  of  the  quartermaster's  department,  and  hope  that  a  conti- 
nuance of  effort  in  this  department  may  advance  the  interests  of  the 
nstitute.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  DISCIPLINE. 


The  committee  on  discipline  report  the  following  subjects  as  requir- 
ng  the  special  consideration  of  the  board : 

1st.  The  practice  which  has  so  long  prevailed  at  the  institute,  and 
vhich  it  has  always  been  the  wish  and  determination  of  the  board  to 
uppress,  of  quizzing,  and  often  maltreating,  the  new  cadets  in  sport, 
t  is  not  only  subversive  of  the  discipline  of  a  military  school,  but 
)uerile  and  unbecoming  in  those  who  have  had  the  advantage  of  even 
ine  year's  training  at  the  institute,  as  it  is  ungenerous  and  cruel  to 
hose  who  come  from  their  homes  and  the  protection  of  kind  parents, 
b  enter  upon  the  necessary  restrictions  of  a  military  education  among 
trangers. 

Several  orders  have  heretofore  been  made  for  suppressing  it,  but 
/ithout  effect.  The  authority  of  the  board  has  been  utterly  disre- 
arded,  and  it  is  high  time,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  that  it 
hould  be  respected  and  enforced.  We  therefore  recommend  that  the 
uards  on  duty,  for  the  time  being,  be  held  collectively  and  indivi- 
ually  responsible  for  the  preservation  of  strict  order  in  the  camp, 
nd  that  the  occurrence  of  any  case  of  the  violation  of  the  regulations 
1  this  particular,  subject  the  delinquents  to  dismissal. 

2d.  That  cadets  willfully  violating  the  regulations  be  promptly  sent 
ome. 

3d.  That  all  excuses  be  presented  in  writing.

I  beg  leave  to  communicate  herewith  my  annual  report  ( 
the  condition  of  this  institution.  Considering  the  variety  and  exteii 
of  our  operations  during  the  past  year,  and  that  so  large  a  proportio! 
of  the  board  are  new  members,  I  deem  it  proper  to  go  more  into  del 
tail  in  this  report  than  would  be  necessary  under  ordinary  circum 
stances,  that  a  clear  and  satisfactory  view  may  be  presented  of  thi 
important  duties  devolving  upon  the  various  departments  of  the  instl 
tution.

The  financial  operations  of  the  institution  are  embraced  under  fou\ 
distinct  heads.  1.  Virginia  Military  Institute.  2.  The  Quartermaster- 
Department.  3.  The  Subsistence  Department.  4.  The  Building  Funo 
Full  exhibits  of  each  of  these  accounts  accompany  this  report,  ami 
are  marked  A,  B,  C  and  D. 

1.  The  Virginia  Military  Institute  account  embraces  in  its  receipt! 
the  annual  state  appropriation,  the  pay  of  the  ordnance  sergeant,  th« 
tuition  fees  of  the  pay  cadets,  the  fees  for  diplomas  and  commission' 
for  the  safe-keeping  and  disbursement  of  the  cadets'  deposits.  Thes»| 
receipts,  upon  the  basis  of  90  pay  and  32  state  cadets,  amount  in  tta 
aggregate  to  the  annual  sum  of  (A)     -  14,845  01 

This  account  is  chargeable  with  the  pay  of  the  profes- 
sors, surgeon,  treasurer,  ordnance  sergeant,  musicians,

At  the  commencement  of  the  present  fiscal  year  there  was  a  ba- 
lance against  the  Virginia  military  institute,  of  $  603  51.  This  deb 
is  now  reduced  to  $ 17  33,  with  an  annual  surplus  as  above,  of  $  501 
Under  existing  laws  the  board  are  required  to  admit  one  state  cadei! 
for  each  senatorial  district.  This  law  was  passed  before  the  adoptior. 
of  the  present  constitution.  The  state  is  now  divided  into  50  sena- 
torial districts.  The  charge  for  the  support  of  the  18  additional  state 
cadets  devolves  upon  the  fund  of  the  Virginia  military  institute,  and 
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the  above  exhibit  clearly  demonstrates  its  inability  to  meet  it.  This 
fact  was  specially  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  legislature  at  a  called 
meeting  of  the  board,  held  in  Richmond  in  February  last,  and  a  bill 
providing  the  additional  necessary  means  was  promptly  reported  by 
the  committees  of  both  houses  of  the  legislature.  It  was  not,  how- 
iever,  acted  upon,  and  the  subject  is  commended  to  the  attention  of 
ithe  board. 

2.  The  Quartermaster's  Department  supplies  the  clothing,  fuel,  lights, 
'books,  stationery,  beds  and  washing  of  the  cadets.  Its  receipts  em- 
brace credits  for  the  amount  of  goods  sold,  at  an  advance  of  10  per 
cent,  upon  the  cost,  and  the  cost  price  of  the  fuel,  lights  and  washing 
furnished.

The  report  of  the  quartermaster,  Mr.  R.  H.  Catlett,  with  the  books 
'of  the  department  kept  by  him,  will  explain  in  detail  every  transac- 
tion of  the  past  year.  The  funds  by  which  the  heavy  operations  of 
this  department  are  conducted,  are  derived  exclusively  from  the  de- 
posits of  the  cadets.  A  minute  examination  into  it,  in  all  its  details, 
will  shew  with  what  care  the  interests  of  the  cadets  are  guarded,  both 
as  respects  the  quality  and  price  of  the  articles  furnished. 

3.  The  Subsistence  Department  conducts  the  mess  arrangements  of 
the  cadets.  Its  credits  embrace  the  allowance  for  the  board  of  the 
cadets,  for  the  board  of  the  laborers  and  servants,  for  the  forage  of 
the  teams,  and  for  sales  to  officers,  &c,  amounting  in  the  aggregate,

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This  surplus  embraces  the  stock  of  provisions  on  hand  at  the  er 
of  the  present  fiscal  year,  two  slaves,  new  furniture  not  in  use,  ail 
silver.  It  is  exclusive  of  furniture  in  use,  amounting  at  present  valui. 
tion  to  an  additional  sum  of  $1,226  39 — making  the  total  surpb 
$  3,360  90.  If  we  exclude  this  surplus  as  embracing  essentials  f  I 
the  use  of  the  cadets'  commons,  the  department  has  a  nett  balance  i 
its  credit  of  $93  86,  with  $1,085  37  worth  of  provisions  on  han, 
embraced  in  the  above  surplus. 

This  department  was  organized  on  the  1st  January  1849.  Who- 
ever has  been  accomplished  by  it,  has  resulted  from  the  economic, 
arrangements  introduced,  by  which  a  saving  of  from  75  cents  to  i 
per  month  has  been  effected  from  the  previous  rate  of  the  cadet' 
board.  No  part  of  the  improvement  to  the  mess  establishment  h;<; 
cost  the  state  one  dollar.  The  charge  for  board  is  $  7  50  per  mont, 
The  actual  cost  of  the  board  to  the  department  for  the  last  year  avji 
raged  $  6  67  per  month  for  each  cadet.  The  saving  thus  effected  hi;; 
not  gone  to  the  credit  of  the  general  fund  of  the  institution,  but  hi 
been  devoted  exclusively  to  the  specific  objects  of  improving  the  condji 
tion  of  the  mess  arrangements  and  promoting  the  comfort  of  the  cadet: 
It  is  proposed  to  extend  these  comforts  and  conveniences  from  time  I 
time,  as  the  means  of  the  department  will  warrant  them.  The  firii 
thing  now  demanding  attention  is  the  necessity  of  a  new  mess  houses 
and  if  upon  an  examination  of  the  present  and  prospective  means  I 
the  department,  the  board  shall  agree  with  me  that  this  work  shod 
commence  at  once,  we  may  have  an  enlarged  and  greatly  improve" 
mess  hall  ready  for  the  corps  of  cadets  by  the  time  the  wings  of  m 
barracks  are  completed.

This  balance,  with  the  materials  on  hand  and  the  work  already 
lone,  will,  it  is  believed,  erect  the  two  wings,  and  thus  complete  the 
lesign  of  the  magnificent  structure  which  the  enlightened  liberality  of 
he  legislature  has  authorized  for  the  accommodation  of  the  cadets  of 
his  institution. 

I  cannot  close  this  portion  of  my  report,  without  expressing  my 
leep  sense  of  the  honor  conferred  upon  this  institution  by  the  appro- 
priation of  May  29,  1852.  Considering  the  fact  that  the  legislature 
Had  met  to  put  into  operation  a  new  constitution,  that  no  provision 
lad  been  made  for  the  support  of  the  government  or  for  the  prosecu- 
tion of  its  various  works  of  internal  improvement,  &c,  such  an  ap- 
propriation must  be  regarded  as  the  strongest  mark  of  approbation  on 
ihe  part  of  the  authorities  of  the  state.  The  officers  and  cadets  of 
he  institution  regard  it  in  this  light,  and  its  effect  has  been  to  stimu- 
ate  all  to  a  more  zealous  devotion  to  the  great  purposes  for  which  it 
jvas  founded,  that  the  people  of  the  state  may,  from  the  enlarged 
laeans  of  education  here  dispensed,  have  cause  to  honor  those  who 
lave  sustained  and  honored  so  noble  a  monument  of  state  pride. 

COURSE    OF    INSTRUCTION. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  institute  is  distributed  among  six 
inherent  departments,  viz :  1.  Mathematics.  2.  English  and  Latin 
angnages.  3.  Engineering,  drawing  and  geography.  4.  Chemistry, 
eology  and  mineralogy.  5.  Natural  and  experimental  philosophy. 
.  French  language. 

1.  The  Mathematical  Chair  is  held  by  the  superintendent.  Instruc- 
on  is  given  to  the  2d,  3d  and  4th  classes,  divided  into  8  sections — 
ach  section  occupying  one  hour.  In  these  duties  the  superintendent 
as  been  most  efficiently  aided  by  Capt.  W.  D.  Stuart,  who  has  had 
^elusive  charge  of  the  3d  class,  and  by  Cadets  Blankenship  and  Jo- 
eph  Mayo,  who  have  instructed  the  4th  class.  With  every  disposi- 
jon,  from  personal  as  well  as  official  considerations,  to  carry  out  the 
'rder  of  the  board  made  at  its  last  session,  by  appointing  an  adjunct 
Professor  of  mathematics,  an  examination  of  the  means  of  the  insti- 
Jtion  has  satisfied  me,  as  I  am  sure  it  will  the  board,  that,  without 
3 
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additional  aid  from  the  state,  such  a  burthen  could  not  be  assume 
at  this  time. 

2.  In  the  Department  of  English  and  Latin,  instruction  is  given 
the  1st  class  in  rhetoric,  English  grammar  and  literature  and  logic-' 
and  to  the  2d  class  in  Latin,  embracing  in  all  5  sections,  with  one 
sistant,  Cadet  Geo.  S.  Patton.     The  professor  also  superintends  tl 
declamation  and  composition  exercises  of  the  3d  and  4th  classes  on 
each  week  for  a  portion  of  the  session. 

3.  The  Engineering,  Sfc.  Department  is  under  the  exclusive  charg 
of  the  professor,  and  embraces  tri-weekly  recitations  of  the  1st  cla;(i 
in  two  sections  on  engineering ;  tri-weekly  drawing  lessons  to  the  ei' 
tire  2d  class  of  two  hours  each  ;  tri-weekly  drawing  lessons  to  the  3. 
class  of  two  hours  each,  from  the  15th  January ;  and  recitations  I 
geography  by  two  sections  of  the  4th  class  twice  a  week. 

4.  The  Chemical  Department  is  under  the  exclusive  charge  of  tl; 
professor.  Its  duties  consist  of  recitations  from  two  sections  of  til 
2d  class  in  chemistry  twice  a.week,  and  the  same  number  of  recite 
tions  from  two  sections  of  the  1st  class  in  geology,  mineralogy  aq; 
agricultural  chemistry.  To  the  professor  of  this  department  is  m 
signed  the  duties  of  commandant  of  cadets  and  instructor  of  infanlri 
tactics,  and  in  these  duties  he  has  now  one  assistant,  Captain  W.  I; 
Stuart. 

5.  The  Philosophical  Department  is  under  the  exclusive  charge  of  th 
professor.  The  instruction  is  given  to  two  sections  of  the  1st  clasi; 
each  reciting  l£  hours  in  mechanics,  optics  and  astronomy.  To  th 
professor  of  this  department  is  also  assigned  the  duty  of  instructor  I 
artillery. 

6.  The  French  Department  gives  instruction  in  the  French  languag[ 
to  two  sections  of  the  3d  class,  reciting  daily  one  hour  each ;  and  I 
three  sections  in  the  4th  class,  reciting  daily  one  hour  each  on  the  ele 
ments  of  English  grammar,  from  the  1st  September  to  the  1st  Jant| 
ary,  and  after  the  January  examination,  in  French.  The  instructor  I 
French  is  assisted  by  Cadet  W.  Silvester,  who  has  charge  of  one  sec 
tion. 

As  appropriate  .Sabbath  exercises,  gratuitous  Bible  instruction  i, 
given  by  the  superintendent  and  professor  of  languages,  to  all  the  ca 
dets  of  the  institution,  on  every  Sunday  afternoon.  Attendance  upo1 
these  recitations  is  enjoined  upon  the  cadets  by  the  regulations  of  th; 
institution. 

The  above  outline,  together  with  the  special  reports  of  the  profes 
sors,  which  are  herewith  presented,  and  to  which,  with  the  sugges 
tions  contained  therein,  the  attention  of  the  board  is  invited,  will  giv< 
a  full  view  of  the  present  course  of  instruction  in  the  institution.  Th 
report  of  the  professor  of  languages  renews  a  recommendation  fo 
abolishing  the  French  language,  and  substituting  therefor  a  more  ex 
tended  course  of  Latin.  This  subject  has  several  times  claimed  th 
serious  attention  of  the  board,  and  I  had  hoped  that  the  existing  po 
licy  of  the  institution  had  been  definitively  settled  by  its  action  tw< 
years  ago.  It  is  important  to  guard  against  a  fluctuating  policy  in  the 
educational  course  of  a  public  institution  ;  and  changes,  which  affec 
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in  an  essential  degree  the  character  of  the  institute,  should  be  consi- 
dered with  great  caution.  On  this  account  I  regret  the  reopening  of 
this  vexed  question ;  and  while  I  am  perfectly  willing  that  the  views 
jf  the  professor  should  receive  all  the  consideration  which  his  expe- 
rience and  judgment  so  fully  merit,  I  must  repeat  here  my  earnest 
disapproval  of  the  change  which  he  proposes. 

The  regulations  of  the  institute  impose  special  duties  upon  the  su- 
perintendent in  this  connection.  By  the  first  article  he  "  directs  the 
studies,  field  exercises  and  all  other  academic  duties;"  and  by  the 
19th  article,  "  the  several  branches  of  study  for  each  class  ;  the  order  of 
instruction  ;  the  time  to  be  employed  in  each  branch ;  and  the  daily 
allowance  of  time  for  the  class  studies  shall  be  arranged  by  the  su- 
perintendent, under  the  guidance  of  experience  and  a  just  regard  to 
:he  objects  of  the  institution."  These  important  and  comprehensive 
duties  presuppose  that  the  superintendent  is  freed  from  the  partial  in- 
duences  which  attach  more  or  less  to  a  professor,  who  is  solicitous  to 
live  increased  importance  to  his  own  department ;  and  on  this  account 
le  has  felt  that  he  was  in  a  great  degree  responsible  for  the  policy 
which  might  control  the  academic  course  of  the  institution.  With 
:hese  views  of  what  was  expected  of  him,  he  has  aimed  to  give  such 
a  direction  to  the  studies  as  to  promote  the  specific  objects  for  which 
:he  institution  was  established.  The  distinctive  character  of  the  Vir- 
ginia military  institute  is  not  equivocal.  It  is  a  military  and  scientific 
school,  in  law  and  in  fact,  and  the  policy  of  its  course  of  instruction 
bas  been  regulated  accordingly.  No  military  and  scientific  school 
exists  in  which  the  French  language  is  not  taught,  and  to  abolish  it 
Tom  this  institution  would  not  only  be  an  anomaly,  but  would  cripple 
vitally  its  energies  and  its  usefulness.  Even  during  the  past  academic 
^erm,  our  1st  class  was  compelled  to  use,  for  a  time,  a  French  text 
:Dook  on  mechanics,  and  it  may  be  dependent,  after  another  3^ear  or 
'.wo,  upon  the  French  for  instruction  in  optics.  It  was  never  designed 
';o  make  this  a  classical  school,  in  any  sense.  The  country  already 
abounds  with  such  schools.  What  Latin  we  teach  was  undertaken 
with  the  view  of  making  a  profitable  use  of  a  spare  hour  in  the  2d 
dass  course ;  and  the  examination  of  the  class  will  shew  how  far  this 
•irrangement  has  been  beneficial.  To  give  prominence  to  the  Latin 
bourse,  especially  by  sacrificing  so  important  a  living  language  as  the 
'Trench,  would  be  to  make  a  retrograde  movement  towards  a  policy 
vhich  the  founders  of  this  institution  have  always  studiously  avoided, 
should  this  subject,  therefore,  again  occupy  the  attention  of  the  board, 
I  would  respectfully  ask  the  consideration  of  the  views  which  were  at 
some  length  presented  in  my  annual  report  for  June  1850. 

PUBLIC    ARMS,    ETC. 

The  law  constitutes  the  cadets  of  this  institution  the  guard  to  the 
'irms  and  other  public  property  deposited  here.     For  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  this  trust,  special  regulations  and  orders  define  the  duties 
f  the  cadets  on  guard,  by  which  a  regular  detail  is  made  for  guard 
luty  by  day  and  by  night.     A  careful  examination  is  made  of  the 
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arms  by  the  superintendent  from  time  to  time,  and  the  ordnance  se;> 
geant  of  the  institute  is  specially  charged  with  any  cleaning  or  repai 
ing  which  may  be  required. 

I   Since  my  last  report  I  have  received  from  the  war  department 
through  the  adjutant  general,  a  set  of  caissons  for  our  field  batter 
two  mortars,  a  complete  set  of  harness  for  light  artillery  service,  arlji 
300  muskets.     The  muskets  were  manufactured  specially  for  the  cei 
dets,  and  are  of  the  same  pattern  as  those  used  at  West  Point.     Th 
authorities  of  the  state  have  been  endeavoring  for  many  years  to  ge, 
for  this  institution  a  supply  of  these  arms,  and  this  desirable  objec 
has  only  been  finally  accomplished  through  the  indefatigable  exertion 
of  our  zealous  friend,  Gen.  Wm.  H.  Richardson,  the  adjutant  genen 
of  the  state. 

PUBLIC    LIBRARY. 

An  examination  of  the  public  library  will  shew  to  the  board  that  I 
is  well  selected,  but  small— far  too  small  for  the  extended  course  J 
instruction  which  this  institution  now  covers.  No  material  additio- 
has  been  made  to  it  for  four  years,  and  it  would  be  desirable  if  th 
annuity  which  was  granted  to  it  five  years,  could  be  renewed  and  ex;< 
tended,  until  at  least  the  various  departments  of  study  were  fully  sup 
plied  with  reference  books. 

NEW    BARRACKS. 

The  cadets  were  moved  into  the  new  barracks  on  the  1st  Octobe 
last,  and  have  derived  great  comfort  from  the  arrangements  so  libel 
rally  provided  for  them. 

It  is  contemplated  to  commence  as  soon  as  possible  the  erection  o| 
the  wings,  but  it  is  not  to  be  hoped  that  they  can  be  prepared  for  th* 
admission  of  cadets  before  the  opening  of  the  next  session.  The  spe' 
cial  attention  of  the  board  is  called  to  an  examination  of  the  arrange 
ments  which  have  been  provided  for  the  heating  and  lighting  of  the 
barracks,  and  for  the  washing  of  the  cadets.  These  arrangements 
were  constructed  under  the  order  of  the  board,  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  superintendent,  two  years  ago,  and  it  is  believed  that  they 
will  be  found  admirably  adapted  to  promote  the  economy,  comfort  and 
health  of  the  cadets. 

GENERAL  CORBIN  BRAXTON. 

It  has  been  the  painful  duty  of  the  superintendent  during  the  pastf 
year,  in  obedience  to  orders  received  from  the  adjutant  general,  to 
pay  the  last  marks  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  General  Corbin  Brax- 
ton, for  so  long  a  time  the  presiding  officer  of  our  board  of  visitors. 
In  the  language  of  the  adjutant  general—"  The  loss  of  a  man  who  so 
eminently  adorned  every  station  in  life,  may  well  clothe  the  intitute  in 
mourning.  The  virtuous  and  enlightened  citizen,  the  disinterested 
friend  of  youth,  the  tender  husband  and  father,  the  kind  master,  the 
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Ihristian  gentleman" — such  was  General  Corbin  Braxton.  In  the 
ist  letter  which  I  received  from  him,  notifying  me  of  the  dissolution 
f  his  official  connection  with  the  institute,  he  desired  me  to  present 
im  most  affectionately  to  his  brother  members  of  the  board — to  the 
lembers  of  the  faculty — and  especially  to  all  the  cadets.  It  seems 
3W  as  if  his  letter  were  prophetically  a  farewell  letter.  "Say  to 
lem,"  he  adds,  "  they  must  never  fail  to  call  upon  me,  at  any  time 
may  be  in  my  power  to  do  them  any  service.  Tell  them  I  shall 
3ver  forget  my  pleasant  associations  with  them — one  and  all — and  I 
Dpe,  that  though  separated  from  them  now,  I  shall  never  be  forgotten.'''' 
o,  he  will  never  be  forgotten — 

"  For  tho'  his  earthly  sun  has  set, 
Its  light  shall  linger  round  us  yet, 
Bright — radient — blest."

By  reference  to  statement  2,  exhibiting  the  present  condition  of  the 
epartment,  it  will  be  perceived  that  its  liabilities  amount  to  the  sum 
F  $10,841  53,  to  meet  which,  there  remains  in  charge  of  the 
aartermaster  available  property  to  the  amount  of  $11,620  69,  as  per 
iventory,  leaving  a  balance  in  favor  of  the  department,  of  $  779  16, 
rhich,  with  the  balance  of  $423  67  remaining  on  the  treasurer's  book 

>  the  credit  of  the  department,  leaves  a  nett  balance  in  its  favor, 
bne30,  1852,  of  $1,202  83. 

!  Statement  3  shews  the  number  of  uniform  coats,  pants,  &c.  fur- 
ished  to  the  cadets  during  the  year,  as  specified  in  the  monthly  ab- 
racts  of  the  tailor  employed  by  the  department.  The  receipts  from 
ie  manufacture  of  these  articles,  at  the  fixed  prices  exhibited  in  the 
atement,  amount  to  the  sum  of  $1,879  37.  From  which  deduct  the 
ayments  to  tailor,  amounting  to  $1,668  75,  and  the  balance  is  the 
ain  accruing  to  the  department  from  this  source. 

As  a  store-room  could  not  be  fitted  up  for  the  use  of  the  depart- 
;ent  in  the  new  barracks  until  the  1st  of  December,  it  was  deemed 
ilvisable,  on  account  of  the  condition  of  the  room  then  occupied,  to 
bstpone  any  change  in  the  system  until  that  time.  An  inventory  of 
\e  goods  on  hand  was  then  taken,  and  books  regularly  opened  by  the 
^artermaster,  to  account  for  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the 
Apartment.  In  consequence  of  the  delay,  the  statements  accompany- 
\g  this  report  have  been  in  part  prepared  from  the  books  of  the  trea- 
irer.
